Senator McClellan 


on Increasing Cost 


of U. S. Government 


On March 8 Senator John L. Mc- 


Cellan of Arkansas, chairman of the 
Committee on Expenditures in the 
Executive Department, made an 
historic report to the United States 


^j Senate. I have just received that 


report in the mail (Document No. 
150. 81st Congress, 2nd Session). 


In his letter transmitting the re- 


port Senator McClellan addressed 
the president of the Senate as fol- 
lows: 


"Dear Mr. President: On Feb- 


ruary 22, I addressed the Senate re- 
lative to the present fiscal policies 
of our government and the admin- 
istration's legislative program. In 
-a *ny remarks at that time I under- 
-.'fif/'look to emphasize the dangers that 


are .inherent in the incurring of 
large annual deficits and maintain- 
ing a standard of governmental 
services beyond our means to sup- 
port. I tried to point out that with 
a 514 billion dollar deficit for the 
present fiscal year and another de- 
ficit for fiscal year 1951 of about 
the same amount or more, it is 
obvious that 
without greatly in- 


creasing taxes'" we can not possibly 


..meet already established obligat- 
V'ions and ever balance the budget 


again, unless we are willing to dis- 
pense with some of the govern- 
menta services that are now pro- 
vided, discontinue some programs 
we are now supporting, and drasti- 
cally reduce the cost of others. 


"In view of our present 
fiscal 


difficulties which present an 
al- 


most insurmountable obstacle, 
I 


warned that instead of our pursu- 
ing a course of action calculated 


f* to correct this condition, we are 
" being asked to enact a multitude 


of new laws, to expand 
further 


existing 
governmental 
services 


and programs and to create addi- 
tional and new obligations 
that 


will increase the cost of the fed- 
eral government within the 
next 


few years to some Go billion dol- 
lars or more. . . 


"A few days after I made that 


address a colloquy occurred 
in 


„ the Senate between 
our 
distin- 


%! guished majority leader, Senator 


Lucas, and the able senior senator 
of Virginia, 
Senator 
Byrd, 
in 


which the senator from 
Virginia1 


pointed out that two years ago, 
in the fiscal year 1948, the 
ex- 


penditures of the federal govern- 
ment were only 34 billion 
and 


that we are now 
spending 
43 


billion plus — an increase of 
9 


billion within two 
years' 
time. 


The senator from Virginia further 


.^.stated, that about 6 billion dollars 
<Vof this increase during the past 


two years was for 
'non-war-eon- 


nccted domestic civilian spending'; 
that it was not 
occasioned 
by 


either foreign or domestic spend- 
ing for defense. . . 


"As a result of the government 


living beyond its income, the na- 
tional debt is rising again. 
Our 


national debt reached its 
lowest 


figure of 0251,245,889,059.02 
om 


June 27, 1949. Since that date, in 


„ less than nine months' time, the 


ft? national debt has increased by 5 


billion 'dollars, or in round num- 
bers to 256 billions. 


"If we do not 
stop 
passing 


laws calling for more 
spending, 


there is neither prospect nor hope 
for revenues to ever again over- 
take or equal expenditures. 
We1 


can stop it. This Congress 
can 


stop that 
trend 
by 
reducing 


appropriations for the next 
fiscal 


year and by deferring action on.

that would produce large, increas-] 
ed expenditures.

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Warns Italy 
Will Cling 
to Trieste 


Milan, Italy, April 8 — (/P) — • 


Italian Foreign Minister 
Count 


Carlo Sforxa 
warned the Western 


powers today Italy would not give 
up her claim to Trieste. 


In a speech reflecting widespread 


Italian fears of an Allied 
about- 


face on the free territory, Sforza 
renewed his country's offers to sot- 
tie all differences with Yugoslavia 
— which controls part of the Tri- 
este territory — by direct negotia- 
tion. 


But he emphasized the starling 


point for any accord must be the 
return of Trieste to Italy. 


Triest was established as a free 


territory by the Italian 
p e a e e 


treaty. The United States, Britain 
and France proposed giving the 
territory back to Italy two years 
ago, 
on the eve of the Commun- 


ist-menaced Italian general elec- 
tion. Russia turned the proposal 
down. 


Since then Yugoslavia has broken 


from the Soviet orbit and there 
has been growing concern in Italy 
lest the Western powers back down 
on ^eir proposal in a gesture to- 
ward premier Marshal Tito.

130 Farmers 
Hear Coffon 
Law Explained 


At a Hempstead county 
farm 


bureau meeting yesterday 
-after- 


noon in the Hope City Hall more 
than 130 interested farmers heard 
.explanation and discussions of the 
correction in inequities in cotton 
allotments under the new acreage 
law, Joe Hardin of Grady, presi- 
dent of the Arkansas Farm Bureau 
Federation, the scheduled speak- 
er gave the provisions of 
the 


law. J. L. Wright of Little Rock, 
PMA State Administrator, 
told 


how the law for 
more 
cotton, 


acres would be administered. Ury 
McKenzie of Shover Springs, presi; 
dent of the county farm bureau* 
presided. 


The Cotton Acreage 
Allotment 


Law requires that an application, 
in writing must be made to the 
Hempstead county PMA commit- 
tee with offices in 
the 
county 


courthouse at Hope before the in- 
dividual can be given an adjust- 
ment under the law. In compliance 
with the provisions of the law, 
the State PMA committee has set 
April 20 as the final date for the 
making of these applications. 


The discussion of which most of 


the fan.-iers in attendance parti- 
cipated disclosed that the law pro- 
vided that no farmer's 
acreage 


quota shall be reduced 
to 
less 


than 65 per cent of the highest 
acreage in any one of the three 
years, whichever is the higher. In 
neither case will allotments great- 
er than 40 per cent of the toal 
tillable acreage of the farm be 
allowed. 


Mr. Wright told the group that 


a farmer could find out in a very 
few minutes upon 
making 
the 


written request what acreage in- 
crease the local county committee 
'could allow within the 
adjusted 


acreage for the farm. He furher 
stated that farmers not being sat- 
isfied with the new acreage if any 
provided under the adjusted acre- 
age figure 
could 
apply 
after 


Wednesday or Thursday of 
next 


week to the County PMA commit- 
tee for a hearing before the re- 
view committee where he 
would 


have a chance to present acreage 
evidence and prove his 
acreage. 


The. Review committee for Hemp- 
stead county was indicated to • be 
a committee of farmers 
from 


Nevada county, 
probably 
the 


Nevada County PMA 
committee. 


The County PMA committee will 
be expected to publicize the ap- 
peal and review procedure. 


The State Farm Bureau 
presi- 


dent along with the local Bureau 
leaders, emphasized 
the 
provi- 


sions of the law stressing 
that 


inequities be corrected 
in 
line 


with actual farm plantings 
and 


not plantntings and not just 
to 


be adjusted figures. 


The following is an extract of 


the report of the Conference com- 
mittee of the Congress on 
the 


"Bill" which expresses, in 
part, 


its intent in respect to the op- 
eration of the 
Cotton 
Acreage 


Law: 
"Under 
this 
resolution 


(which is now the law) the re- 
view committee may, upon 
such 


evidence as it deems sufficient to 
warrant such action, adjust 
the 


cotton acreage history for indivi- 
dual farms without regard to any 
requirement or action 
by 
the 


county committee that individual 
farm histories in the 
aggregate 


were not permitted to exceed the 
county acreage as determined by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econo- 
mics." 


It was pointed out that farmers 


having cotton acreage that 
they 


were not going to use, coule re- 
lease this acreage to the County 
PMA committee for use of other 
farmers. This acreage not to 
be 


used if kept by the farmer would 
lower the acreage for the county 
in the future and in many 
in- 


stances be lost to the individual 
farmer.

Kansas City, April 8 — W>) — 


Friends and political followers of 
faction boss Charles Binaggio and 
his strong-arm aide, Charles Gar- 
gotta, filed past their caskets to- 
day. 


The two, found slain 
together 


early Thursday morning in 
their 


first district Democratic club, lay 
side by side in death. 


Hundreds viewed the bodies last 


night. Small traffic jams clogged 
the area of the funeral home. 


But no progress in searching for 


clues in their murder was report- 
ed. 


Police continued to question as- 


sociates of the dead men yester- 
day. Stores 
that Binaggio . had 


failed to deliver after a promise 
to open up the state for gambling 
,were checked as police included 
men listed as gamblers in 
their 


quizzes. 


And out-of-town trips, especially 


to St. Louis were scanned. 


In a copyrighted story the 
St. 


Louis 
Star-Times 
has reported 


that Binaggio practically received 
a death sentence in that city last 
January. 
The paper said 'gam- 


blers were angry because of Bi- 
naggio's inability to open up gam- 
bling after accepting heavy loans 
in the state political campaign two 
years ago. 


A search through the safe in the 


club where the 
two 
men 
were 


found shot in the head was planned 
this morning. 


But nothing to lead to the killers 


was expected. Henry McKissick, 
president of the club, told police 
last night only a list of club mem- 
bers could be find in the safe. 


Probers Widely 
Split on the

ords completely clear Owen Lattl- 
morc, accused by Senator McCar- 
thy of being a Communist spy. 


Any conclusion that the records 


do entirely absolve Lattimore is 
"unwarranted,"

Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa. 


On the other hand, Democratic 


Senator Tydings of Maryland de- 
clared he is standing by his state- 
ment that the FBI data put Latti- 
more "completely in- the clear." 


Tydings heads the senate 
for- 


iign relations subcommittee which 
is investigating 
the c h a r g e s 


brought by McCarthy, Wisconsin 
Republican, against Lattimore. an 
American authority on Far East- 
ern affairs. 


Hickenlooper is a member of the 


five-man inquiry c o m m i t t e e , 
which heard Lattimore call 
Mc- 


Carthy's accusations 
"base 
and 


contemptible lies." 


Tydings told Lattimore that four 


members of the committee — alJ 
but Hickenlooper — had been given 
a complete summary of the FBI's 
Lattimore file. Hickenlooper 
was 


out of town the day FBI 
Director 


J. Edgar 
Hoover 
and 
Attorney 


General J. Howard McGrath pre- 
sented the analysis to the group. 


Tydings told Lattimore 
it' was 


the opinion of the committee mem- 
bers who were present, 
and 
all 


others in the room — he l a t e r 
named Hoover and McGrath—that 
"there was nothing in that fil; to 
show that you were a Communist 
or ever had been a Communist, 
or that you were in any way con- 
nected withany espionage 
infor- 


mation on charges." Then Tydings 
added: 


"So that the FBI puts you com- 


pletely, up to this m o m e n t at 
least, in the clear."

Washington, April 7 —(/P) — Two 


night watchmen were found mys- 
teriously stabbed to death with a 
butcher knife early today in Lans- 
burgh's department store, one of 
the city's largest. 


The bound and gagged body of 


John C. Carpenter, GO, was lying 
in a first floor washroom. His part- 
ner, Oliver R. Hess, 56, was found 
near a blood-splattered elevator on 
the sixth floor. 


Both victims a p p a r e ntly had 


been waylaid on their rounds of 
the store. Ironically, neither 
was 


normally scheduled for night time 
duty. Illness of 
other employes 


had forced a change 
of 
assign- 


ments. 


Police said they had turned up 


no motive and few clues, though 
there were some indications that 
the men were attacked by one or 
more burglars. Whether 
anything 


was stolen was not determined im- 
mediately. 


A watchman's keyes were found 


on the inside of an entrance door, 
indicating the slayer or slayers es- 
caped by that route. 


Carpenter apparently had put up 


terrific fight. His broken glasses, 
wallet 
and 
some 
change wen 


strewn outside the door to the wash- 
room. 


Police Chief Robert J. 
Barrett 


said he believed Hess was slugged 
as he opened the freight elevator 
door on th sixth floor and "could 
not have known what hit him." He 
was then dragged from the eleva- 
tor. Hess carried a gun but had no 
chance to use it.

ed if the crop was given

break in the weather from here 
on in. 


Wheat farmers as a rule are gen- 


irally pessimistic. They lose the 
.TOP two or three times a season 
on paper before harvest time but 
actually it does look pretty bad 
this time any way you take it. 


Southwest Kansas has had

January. 
February 
and 


March on record. In Texas vir- 
tually no rain has fallen in the 
manhandle and on the south plains 
since last fall. In Oklahoma its dry 
arid the wheat outlook is poor.
